HOUSE RUN WITH 
POLICE KNOWLEDGE 


Circuit Attorney Orders Arrest 
of Three Keepers After Inves- 
tigation of Syndicate. 


IN THE LACLEDE DISTRICT 


Capt. Johnson Says He’ll File 
Charges if His Men Have 
Protected Games. 


The grand jury, under the direction of 
Circuit Attorney Harvey, today issued 
wholesale subpenas calling in witnesses 
to wide-open gambling among negroes 
in the Laclede Avenue Police District, in 
which, it is alleged, a gambling syndi- 
cate has been paying a politician for 
police protection. 

Simultaneously the Circuit Attorney 
ordered the arrest of 15 negroes, incluc- 
ing the keepers of three of the gambling 
establishments. This order was based 
upon the Circuit Attorney's belief that 
evidence, already presented to the grand 
jury, justified the arrests. 

The favorite games are craps, poker 
and blackjack. The last named is a 
card game similar to twenty-one or 
seven and a half, and it is particularly 
remunerative in rake-offs to the house. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned to- 
day that Circuit Attorney Harvey’s in- 
vestigation not only has definitely estab- 
lished the fact that wide-open gambling 
exists with police knowledge, but also 
that the gambling syndicate has man- 
aged to squelch all rival gambling 
houses in the district by having unl- 
formed policemen notify the rival keep- 
ers that they would not be permitted 
to operate. 

Names Given to Capt. Johnson. 

Capt... James Johnson, who formerly 
was head of the gambling squad and 
who now is in command of the La- 
clede district, was given instructions 
months ago to investigate complaints 
that gambling was being conducted 
in his district. The location of the 
houses and the names of negroes in 
charge were supplied to Capt. John- 
son. 

Before the secret grand jury in- 
quiry was started into gambling con- 
ditions in Capt. Johnson’s district, 
Capt. Johnson was asked if gambling 
existed in his district. He reported to 
his superior officers that his men were 
unable to get evidences of gambling i 
the district. 

The Circuit Attorney, however, 
sessed information contrary to Capt. 
Johnson's assurances. He caused to be 
brought from Indianapolis a negro de- 
tective who had been remarkably suc- 
cessful in gambling investigations there. 

This detective, after three weeks spent 
here, in which he has played in the 
games and obtained the names of scores 
of players and the keepers, has sub- 
mitted information with which the Cir- 
cuit Attorney hopes, ultimately, to 
reach the man “higher up’’—the politi- 
clan who is supposed to have furnished 


the gambling syndicate with pro- 
tection.

Unusual Haste Ordered. 

Unusual haste was ordered in 
serving of more than 40 subpenas 
in the arrest of Noah Warrington, Ben 
Baltimore and Sam Andrews. This was 
done to prevent the syndicaté owners 
from sending their employes and cus- 
tomers out of town to circumvent their 
appearance before the grand jury. 

The investigation in the district was 
started June 1 without the knowledge of 
Capt. Johnson or the policemen under 
his command. The Indianapolis detec- 
tive who conducted the secret investiga- 
tion wdas Frank Brown. 


Brown took up his residence in the 
Laclede District and made the acquaint- 
ance of negrcés who told him about the 
“bag games’ being played night and 
day. Brown found that little effort was 
being made to Keep secret the existence 
of the gambling houses, and he had no 
difficulty in getting into houses where 
he wished to make investibation. 


Brown reported his findings to the 
Circuit Attorney, who considered 
them so complete and convincing that 
he had Brown sent before the grand 
jury.

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
that Brown reported that the gam- 
bling syndieate’s “central house” was 
in an old mansion at 3106 Lawton 
avenue, known as the lL. P. Daley 
Démocratic Club. Lawrence P. (Law- 
ler) Daley, is Democratic City Com- 
mitteeman for the Seventeenth Ward, 
which includes the Laclede Police 
District. 

Brown, it is said, learned that two 
sther gambling houses were conduct- 
x4 by members of the syndicate, but 
that the entire syndicate operated 
and shared the profits of the “cen- 
tral house” at 3106 Lawton avenue. 

The other gambling houses, Brown 
reported, are at 3149 Laclede avenue, 
in a barber shop building, and at a 
saloon on Compton avenue. 

The L. P. Daley Democratic Club ts 
managed by Noah Warrington, a negro 
who formerly was itn the Police Depart- 
ment. The old mansion is handsomely 
furnished from basement to third story. 
In a side yard is an automobile drive- 
way, over which considerable traffic 
passes every evening, and especially on

Inventories of 49 Estates in Probate Court 
Show That Owners Escaped Taxation 
on $8,798,787 Worth of Personal Property 


HE figures below were esangdiled By a Post-Dispatch reporter from the inventories of estates on ‘file 
in the Probate Court and frem the records of the Assessor's office. The estates investigated were 
those of persons who have died within the last two years. 

The figures show at a glance the extent to which taxation is escaped in St. Louis. 
of $10,528,914.23 of taxable personal préperty, par value, as shown by the inventories of the 49 estates, 
only $2,012,990 was returned for taxation, and more than half of this sum by one man. Personal property 
of par value of $8,798,787.67 is shown by the records to have escaped taxation, resulting in a loss of more 
than $200,000 in annual revenue to the city. 

Hliminating the unusual tax return of James Campbell—unusual because it was only during the last 
two or three years of his life that he returned any considerable portion of his personal property for taxa- 
tion—it will be seen that out of approximately $10,000,000 of taxable personal property in these estates, 
less than $1,000,000 was returned for taxation, and three-fourths of this amount was by Adolphus Busch 
and Mrs. Eliza A. How, Busch listing about one-seventh, and Mrs. How about one-fourth, of their taxable 
personal property. Here is the list which tells its own story:

TAGGART AND 127 
OTHERS INDICTED 
FOR VOTE FRAUDS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 22.~Thom- 
as Taggart, Democratic national com- 
mittemtn for Indiana; Joseph E. Bell, 
Mayor of Indianapolis; Samuel V. Per- 
rott, Chief of Police, and 12 others were 
indicted by the Marion County grand 
jury here today, charged with conspir- 


acy to commit a felony through viola- 
tion of election laws, bribery and black- 
mail. Taggart and Bell were the first 
to acknowledge service and were re- 
leased on bail of $5000 each. 

The indictment created a sensation. 
While it had been rumored for some 
time that a number of men were to be 
indicted in connection with the last 
election it was not thought men so high 
in political circles would be included. 
Not more than a dozen spectators were 
in court when the grand jurors sub- 
mitted their report. 

More than a dozen members of Mayor 
Bell's official family were indicted and 
as many more members of the police 
force were named. The others included 
election officials, ward and precinct 
leaders, workers at the polls and voters.

Attacks by Allied Forces Continue on 
Gallipoli Peninsula. 

PARIS, June 22.—Although operations 
on the Gallipola Peninsula have assumed 
of late the aspect of siege warfare, lo- 
cal attacks and counter-attacks cdon- 
tinue, says a Havas dispatch from Ath- 
ens, dated Monday. Fighting was par- 
ticularly intense last Wednesday, when 
the allies repulsed a Turkish aftack and 
took 700 prisoners.

No Decoration Conferred 
for Sinking of Lusitania 


LONDON, June 22. 

DISPATCH to the Exchange 
A Telegraph Co. from Copen- 

hagen says official an- 
nouncement has been made in 
Berlin that no order of merit 
has been conferred on any sub- 
marine commander for - the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, via. London, June 22.—The 


German authorities today informed the 
administration of the Berlin Tages Zei- 
tung that it would have to suspend 
publication for an indefinite period on 
account of the recent article published 
by that newspaper on the subject of 


German-American relations from the pen 
of Count von Reventlow. 

The action of the German authorities 
is regarded here as an indication that 
the Government is weary of seeing its 
relations with America made more 
strained by journalistic outgivings such 
as those of Count von Reventiow. The 
article in question followed the well- 
known lines of that writer, who assert- 
ed that international law must be dis- 
regarded in the conduct of submarine 
warfare. 


Sample of Count’s Utterances, 

He declared that these laws were made 
before submarines were invented, and 
continued: 

“And one can as little employ these 
rules in an objective common sense way 
as, for instance, one could bring the 
sticking to his office of an incompetent 
statesman into healthful relation to the 
well-being of the whole people.’’ 

The Government’s prompt action in 
suspending the Tages Zeitung is only 
one of the many indications that re- 
sponsible statesmen are eagerly desir- 
ous of finding a common ground for 
an understanding with America. 

The Foreign Office experts have begun 
the consideration of the German answer 
to the American Government’s note con- 
ecrning. Germany’s submarine warfare, 
and the first draft of the document 
trobably will be finished at the end of 
this week. As the reply this time will 
be submitted to Emperor William at 
beadquarters after it is threshed out be- 
tween the departments concerned, it 
rrobably will not be ready for trans- 
mission before the middle or the end 
of next week. 

There is no clear indication of the 
probable nature of the note yet ob- 
tainable. From the emphasis which the 
naval writers continue to lay on the 
alleged British practice of flying neu- 
tral flags and encouraging merchant- 
ren to attack submarines and the im- 
yossibility of submarines to observe the 
regulations concerning visitation and 
search, under these conditions, it might 
be anticipated that this argument would 
be the kernel of the reply. 


Definite Answer Likely. 

But at the Foreign Office there seems 
to be an impression that this point will 
appear only as a subordinate part of the 
reply, if at all, and that an attempt will 
be made to give a definite answer to 
President Wilson’s requests, one way or 
another.

He avers 
that he made three trips on the Lusi- 
tania and that she, like the Mauretania, 
carried five or six 12-centimeter (4.68- 
inch) guns—two on her afterdeck, two 
amidships, and one or two forward. 
Grabe testifies that he personally 
watched naval reservists in the crew of 
the Lusitania exercising with these guns.

the Pope's view on the various agpects 
of the European war. Pope Benedict 
is quoted as expressing horror at some 
of the developments of the war, but in 
the main the words of the Pope have 
to do with peace. 

The interview began with an allusion 
by the Pontiff to what the Holy See 
had done in respect to the war. The 
Pontiff had addressed a letter in favor 
of peace to the Catholic world. He had 
proposed a truce to the belligerents fv 
the Christmastide. He had endeavored 
to obtain an exchange of prisoners un- 
fitted for military service and had had 
the good fortune te obtain in this re- 
spect an appreciable result. 

His Holiness referred to the letter he 
had written to Cardinals Lucon and 
Amette of Rheims and Paris, respec- 
tively, and to his consistorial addreas 
on Jan, 22. ; 

Quotes the Pope at Length. 

M. Latapie quotes the Pope as say- 
ing: 

“You desire that I should condemn 
every crime specifically, but each 
one of your accusations is accom- 
panied by a reply on the part of the 
Germans and I am not able to in- 
stitute here a continuous discussion, 
nor can I make investigations at this 
moment.”’ 

‘Ts it necessary to inquire as to 
whether the neutrality of Belgium 
has been violated?’ asked the corre- 
spondent. 

“That was under the pontificate of 
Pius X,”" the Pope replied. 

‘Is it not known by all that many 
priests have been taken as hostages 
in Belgium and in France and shot?” 

The Pope replied: 

“tT have received from Adstrian 
Bishops assurance that the Russian 
army also has taken hostages from 
among the Catholic priests and that 
the Russians, on one occasion, 
pushed before them 1500 Jews so that 
they could advance behind this liv- 
ing barrier, thus exposed to the bul- 
lets of the enemy. The Bishop of 
Cremona has informed me tKat the 
Italians have already taken 18 Aus- 
trian priests as hostages. 

“There are so many excesses that 
I have issued an admonition in my 
encyclical declaring: 

“It is permitted to no person, 
for whatever motive, to ‘violate jus- 
tice.’ *’ 

‘The Germans,” said M. Lataple, 
‘have committed other violations.” 

To this the Pope replied: ‘‘The Car- 
dinal Secretary of State received the 
reports of seven Belgian congrega- 
tions. They have declared that they 
are not able to cite a single case in

Cites the Germans Defense.

We do not give judg- 
ment; the Judge is on high.”’ 

“At least one can protest against 
the arrest ofa prince of the 
church,”’ ventured the correspondent. 

“T shall surprise you; Cardinal 
Mercier (Archbishop 6f Malines) has 
never been arrested,” replied the 
Pope. “He can go about his dio-- 
cese as he pleases. I havé received 
from Gen. von Bissing, Governor of 
Belgium, a letter assuring me that 
he would repress hereafter with the 
utmost energy all acts of violence 

.against the church and against the 
minister of God.”’ 


The Pope then referred to the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, and is reported 
as saying: 


“T do not know of a more frightful 
transaction. What grief to seé our 
generation the prey of such horrors, 
I have the heart of a father and this 
heart has been torn. Bit what do 
you think of the blockade, which 
constricts two empires, which con- 
demns to famine millions of inno- 
cents. Is that inspired also by feél- 
ings entirely humane?’ 

May Condemn War's Crimes, 

The Pope continued: “I do nét 
say that after the war I will not 
prociaim a syllabus reealling and 
summing up the doctrines of the 
church on this subject and regulat- 
ing for the future the rights and 
duties of belligerents. Thén one will 
find without doubt the formal con- 
demnation on crimes which will have + 
comroitted during the war.”

OLICITOR HUGH M. DOR- 
SEY, who prosecuted Leo M.

day in which he said: 

“The action of Gov. Slaton, nul- 
lifying the judgments of the State 
and Federal courts and overriding 
he recommendations of the State 
Boatd of Pardons, was a surprise to 
me, as it was unprecedented. 

“No defendant within my recol- 
lection had had the benefit of more 
appeals to the judicial processes, 
State and Federal, than Leo M. 
Frank. His -guilt was conclusively 
established beyond - a - reasonable 
doubt, to the satisfaction of an im- 
partial jury of 12 reputable Georgians 
end their verdict. was approved by 
the trial Judge and affirmed by the 
Supreme Court of Georgia. 

“Repeated efforts to have the judg- 
ment set aside have been denied by 
the State Supreme Court, the United 
States District Court and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

“With the unbroken record of all 
available courts declaring Frank 
guilty of the heinous crime with 
which he was charged, influential 
friends of Frank appealed to the 
State Board of Pardons elected by 
the people to pass on applications 
for pardons and commutations to be 
considered' by the chief executive of 
the Stafe, and the Pardon Board 
sustained the courts of justice and 
declined to recommend the applica- 
tion for a commutation. , 

“TI did not appear before the Par- 
don Board because I felt confident 
that from the evidence and _ the 
court records before thém there 
would be no interference with the 
course of justice. When their deci-

To the Americans Gen. Leyva prom- 
ised the same protection. for foreign 
settlers as that which would be afforded 
to Mexicans, and said further that in 
case of imminent danger an adequate 
guard would escort them to a place of 
safety. 

Might Not Be Understood, 

Serious complications, he said, might 
follow the landing of an American force, 
because such act might not be under- 
stood by the people at large in its true 
light. He charged that the Yaquis were 
buying their ammunition tn the United 
States. 

Gen. Leyva discounted any possibility 
of a conference with Yaqui chiefs. They 
never permit foreign emissaries in their 
presence, he declared, and besides, have 
‘all the treachery and blood thirstiness 
of the Apaches.”

The rapid risé wilt continue until fo- 
morrow, when a stage of 31.2 will be 
reached, the Weather Bureau says. 
From tomorrow to Friday phe rise will 
be slow. It is expected that the crest 
of the present rise will be 31.5. This wil! 
be .2 higher “ian the crest of June 4. 

The rapid risé has been due to the 
Sunday night storm in the section north 
of St. Louis, and. not te the Kangas 
City flood, which is just beginning to 
reach here. The crest of the Kansas 
City flood will reach Boonville Wednes- 
day and Herman Thursday, giving 
stages somewhat under the _ crest 
reached the first week in June. 

The Mississippi, from Hannibal to 
Grafton, will rise very slightly for two 
days, and will not reach as high a level 
as during the first week in June. From 
the mouth of the Missouri to Chester it 
will contitue to rise slowly unttl the 
latter part of the week, and the crest 
will be somewhat above that of June 4. 
Flood Conditions for Miles Can Be 

Seen From Creve Coeur Tower. 

A splendid view of flood conditions 
along the Missouri and Mississipp! 
rivers can be obtained at present 
from the top of the observation 
tower at Creve Coeur Lake. The 
platform of the tower is 407/ feet 
above the surface of the lake and 
the landscape stretches away in easy 
vision for eight or ten miles in all 
directions. But the scene along the 
lake front looking westward from the 
tower is today vastly different from 
that known to St. Louisans for many 
years, 

Instead of two little lakes nestling 
amid a broad expanse of wooded 
country, with a tiny curving channel 
Stretching away toward the Missouri 
River from the larger of the lakes, 
and the river itself rounding inte 
sight to the left hand of the visitors 
and forming. a background, the sye 
now résts upon water every where, 

Here vhd there clumps of trees project 
out of the water but the general appear- 
ance is that of a vast lake. This con- 
dition is due to the backing up of the 
water of the Missouri river. The river 
has swept over its banks and has taken 
the two lakes and all of the bottom land 
for miles down stream into its embrace, 

Catfish Isiand, a notable landmark, out 
in the iirst bend of the Missouri as it 
sweeps into sight away to the left of 
the tower, has disappeared with the ex- 
ception of the tops and upper portions 
of the tree trunks. Almost the only dis- 
tinct strip of land in sight is the narrow 
embankment raised for the Wabash 
railroad tracks and which shuts in the 
lower end of the larger lake. At this 
embankment the water is now within 
about eighteen inches of the tracks and 
ig still rising. The water has risen four 
feet at the stone embankment on thé 
east side of the lake from which the 
pleasure toats make their trips. 

On a clear day the view exiends from 
the right of the tower to below the 
junction of the Missouri with the Missis- 
sippi. For eight or ten miles down 
stream from where the.Missouri is first 
seen the farms along the bottom lands 
have been ruined for the season. After 
these farma were flooded three weeks 
ago, many of the farmers rallied and 
planted second crops of corn, wheat and 
alfalfa. Now these crops have béen 
washed out. 

Out on the flood of water only one 
boat.was in sight yesterday afternoon. 
It was « sinall Government steather and 
was moving slowly up stream. It has 
been patrolling the Missouri River above 
ita junctior with the Mississippi for tw35 
days, ready to flash reports of any 
serious damage.

.| Tight Censorship Means Expand- 
ing Cash Drawer, Says Louis 
Wiley of New York. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—‘The Effect of 
Advertising Censorship on the Cash 
“Drawer,” was considered in remarks 
by Louis Wiley, business manager of 
the New York Times, at today’s ses- 
sion of the convention of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World. 

Wiley protested that he did not like 
the tone of the title assigned to him. 


“To keep advertising columns clean is 


not only the duty of the self-respecting 
newspaper publisher; it is to his advan- 
tage,” he said. 

“There can be no dispute as to the 
immorality of printing a fraudulent ad- 


vertisement. In addition; it is a poor} = 


way to build up business. There is no 
stability about that kind of advertising. 
Legitimate advertising helps to build up 
@ newspaper. Fraudulent advertising 
helps to pull it down. 

“There are many newspapers on 2 
profitable basis which carry objection- 
able and fraudulent advertising. I 
know, however, of a number of newspa- 


{ pers now on the rocks which were once 


prosperous. I attribute their undoing to 
their lack of self-respect, lack of regard 
for their own reputations, and their 
heedlessness in printing unreliable news 
and advertisements. An honest, self-re- 
specting newspaper has the most én- 
during success. — 
Praises New York Law. 

“The sincerity of the newspaper which 
proclaims its devotion to the public wel- 
fare in its editorial columns and sells 
its advertising columns to quacks and 
frauds is open to question. There is no 
doubt whatever that the newspaper 
which has the greatest value as an ad- 
vertising medium is the one which de- 
clines fraudulent advertisements. 

“The recently enacted New York State 
law against fraudulent advertisement 
is a wholesome thing and will have a 
highly beneficial effect. Equally desir- 
able is the law passed by the New York 
Legislature 4ast year prohibiting the 
inclusion of advertising circulars in 
copies of newspapers. 

“There can be little doubt that every 
man, newspaper owner or not, who gives 
rogues the opportunity of réalizing their 
nefarious schemes is particcps criminis. 
He who assists in the perpetration of 
fraud is accessory to a criminal offense. 
It has been said that if decelvers had ‘no 
means of reaching the gullible part of 
the public -their occupation would be

“Newspapers as well as individuals 
are judged by the company they, ietile 1. 
and a newspaper which keeps its coi- 
umns absolutely clean is the publication 


‘| sought by the man who has a worthy 


product to sell. Such a newspaper does 
more than lend its circulation to an ad- 
vertiser.. It puts upon the goods he 
sells the indefinable stamp of honesty. 
It has already plowed- the field he 
wants to sow. 

“There are few editors who will allow 
a false dispatch or report in their jour- 
nals. Why should a distinction be drawn 
with business news, which affects the 
purses of their readers? 

“The censorship of advertising can be 
epitomized by a paradox.. If it is loos- 
ened, the publisher will choke to death 
on his own greed—if it is tightened anc 
his newspaper has the favor of the puo- 
lic, the cash drawer will expand with 
honestly earned receipts.”’ 

Present day newspapers are a better 
advertising medium than ever because 
they have a more gripping national! 
power—a power that should be studied 
by every thinking advertiser, Joseph H. 
Finn of Chicago told delegates, attend- 
ing the annual convention of the Asso- 
clated Advertising Clubs of the World, 
here today. 

Finn spoke of the newspaper, the ad- 


vertfser and the advertising agent. He|= 


declared that advertising is the news 


about merchandising and that there was| m& 


nothing cleser to the hearts of the read- 
ing public than the “live news concern- 
ing buying opportunity.” 

“A newspaper without advertising,” 
Finn said, “is like a lady’s bathing sui* 
without the girl—eloquently empty. 

“T believe in the efficiency of news- 
paper advertising because I have seen 
what it can do in such a variety of 
lines, cevering such advertising propo- 
sitions that the possibility of luck or 
accident must be eliminated from corn- 
sideration.” 

Newspaper That Gives News the Best. 

It is the newspaper which publishes 
the news that pays the advertiser best. 
the speaker said. 

“Generally speaking, the best news- 
paper is the one which secures the best 
advertising,” Finn continued. ‘‘And the 
best advertising is what helps make it 
the best newspaper. Truth is the sie- 
gan of this convention. Truth is the 
slogan of the newrepaper that hopes tu 
win the most lasting success—the widest 
influence.”’ 


What is known as Missouri's ‘pure 
advertising’ law became effective last 
Saturday. It provides in effect that any 
person who induces another to buy 
something through purposely misleading 
and erroneous statements in an adver- 
tisement shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. It provides a penalty of a 
fine or jail imprisonment or both.

| Tight Censorship Means Expand- 
ing Cash Drawer, Says Louis 
Wiley of New York. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—“‘The Effect of 
Advertising Censorship on the Cash 
“Drawer,” was considered in remarks 
by Louis Wiley, business manager of 
the New York Times, at today’s ses- 
sion of the convention of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World. 

Wiley protested that he did not like 
the tone of the title assigned to him. 


“To keep advertising columns clean is 


not only the duty of the self-respecting 


newspaper publisher; it is to his advan- 
tage,” he said. 

“There can be no dispute as to the 
immorality of printing a fraudulent ad- 
vertisement. In addition; it is a poor 
way to build up business. There is no 
stability about that kind of advertising. 
Legitimate advertising helps to build up 
a newspaper. Fraudulent advertising 
helps to pull it down. 

“There are many newspapers on 2 
profitable basis which carry objection- 
able and fraudulent advertising. I 
know, however, of a number of newspa- 


{ pers now on the rocks which were once 


prosperous. I attribute their undoing to 
their lack of self-respect, lack of regard 
for their own reputations, and their 
heedlessness in printing unreliable news 
and advertisements. An honest, self-re- 
specting newspaper has the most en- 
during success. — 
Praises New York Law. 

“The sincerity of the newspaper which 
proclaims its devotion to the public wel- 
fare in its editorial columns and sells 
its advertising columns to quacks and 
frauds is open to question. There is no 
doubt whatever that the newspaper 
which has the greatest value as an ad- 
vertising medium is the one which de- 
clines fraudulent advertisements. 

“The recently enacted New York State 
law against fraudulent advertisement 
is a wholesome thing and will have a 
highly beneficial effect. Equally desir- 
able is the law passed by the New York 
Legislature 4ast year prohibiting the 
inclusion of advertising circulars in 
copies of newspapers. 

“There can be little doubt that every 
man, newspaper owner or not, who gives 
rogues the opportunity of realizing their 
nefarious schemes is particcps criminis. 
He who assists in the perpetration of 
fraud is accessory to a criminal offense. 
It has been said that if deceivers had ‘no 
means of reaching the gullible part of 
the public -their occupation would be 

é. 

“ Newspapers Judged by Company. 
© “Newspapers as well as individuais 
are judged by the company they’, Ite p. 
and a newspaper which keeps its coi- 
umns absolutely clean is the publication 


‘| sought by the man who has a worthy 


product to sell. Such a newspaper does 
more than lend its circulation to an ad- 
vertiser.. It puts upon the goods he 
sells the indefinable stamp of honesty. 
It has already plowed- the field he 
wants to sow. 

“There are few editors who will allow 
a false dispatch or report in their jour- 
nals. Why should a distinction be drawn 
with business news, which affects the 
purses of their readers? 

“The censorship of advertising can be 
epitomized by a paradox.. If it is loos- 
ened, the publisher will choke to death 
on his own greed—if it Is tightened anc 
his newspaper has the favor of the puo- 
lic, the cash drawer will expand with 
honestly earned receipts.’’ 

Present day newspapers are a better 
advertising medium than ever because 
they have a more gripping nationa! 
power—a power that should be studied 
by every thinking advertiser, Joseph H. 
Finn of Chicago told delegates, attend- 
ing the annual convention of the Asso- 
clated Advertising Clubs of the World, 
here today. 

Finn spoke of the newspaper, the ad- 
vertfser and the advertising agent. 
declared that advertising is the news 


about merchandising and that there was| ms 


nothing cleser to the hearts of the read- 
ing public than the “live news concern- 
ing buying opportunity.” 

“A newspaper without advertising,” 
Finn said, “is like a lady’s bathing sui 
without the girl—eloquently empty. 

“T believe in the efficiency of news- 
paper advertising because I have seen 
what it can do in such a variety of 
lines, cevering such advertising propo- 
sitions that the possibility of luck or 
accident must be eliminated from cor- 
sideration.” 

Newspaper Thgt Gives News the Best. 

It is the newspaper which publishes 
the news that pays the advertiser best. 
the speaker said. 

“Generally speaking, the best news- 
paper is the one which secures the best 
advertising,” Finn continued. ‘‘And the 
best advertising is what helps make it 
the best newspaper. Truth is the sije- 
gan of this convention. Truth is the 
slogan of the newepaper that hopes tu 
win the most lasting success—the widest 
influence.”’ 


What is known as Missouri's “pure 
advertising’ law became effective last 
Saturday. It provides in effect that any 
person who induces another to buy 
something through purposely misleading 
and erroneous statements in an adver- 
tisement shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. It provides a penalty of a 
fine or jail imprisonment or both.

& Co. announced late today that ar- 
rangements had been made by them 
and the Rothschilds of Paris for the 
flotation in this country of a new French 
loam, the amount of which it was im- 
possible to state’at present, secured by 
high-grade railway bonds lodged wit) 
the Morgan firm.

The first suggestion made was that 
the Bank of France, acting for a syndi- 
cate, pay off advances to the extent of 
$200,000,000 on American securities which 
have been tied up since January last, 
and that these securities be repledged 
in New York as collateral for a great 
French loan.

The French Government, since the war 
began, has floated either directly or in- 
directly loans here, the most important 
of which was the $50,000,000 6 per cent 
notes brought out in April. These were 
simply French _Treasury notes and were 
without collateral. They did not prove 
extremely profitable, as only $30,000,000 
worth out of the $60,000,000 was sold to 
the public. The banking syndicate re- 
tained the remainder.

The Ear’s Delicate Organism. | 


OMPARATIVELY few persons 
C thoroughly realize what a deli- 
cate and sensitive structure the 
human ear really is. That which we 
ordinarily designate so is, after all, only 
the outer porch of a series of winding 
Passages which, like the lobbies of a 
great building, lead from the world 
without to the world within. 

Certain of these passages contain 
liquid and their membranes are stretched 
like parchment curtains across the cor- 
ridor at different places and can be 
thrown into vibrations or made to 
tremble like the head of a drum or as 
the surface of a tambourine does when 
struck with a stick or with the fingers.
